important positions. Bapaume has been 
captured, French troops have occupied 
Noyon, and Péronne has been outflanked 
on the south. Sir Douglas Haig, who 
never anticipates events in his despatches, 
announced in last night's communiqué that 
the enemys positions on the old Somme 
battlefield have become “untenable.’’ The 
German Army is in retreat, and, if the 
pursuit continues to be so swift as it has 
been during the past few days, it is pos 
sible that the enemy will not be able to 
establish themselves in defensive positions 
before they reach the Hindenburg line. 
This famous position is divided into three 
sections. The southern portion stretches 
from Quéant to St. Quentin and beyond. 
The second, which is ten miles long, runs 
from Quéant in a north-westerly direction 
up to Tilley, two miles south-east of Arras. 
Our First Army are some distance to the 
east of it at the northern end, and are 
close up against it at Bullecourt, about a 
mile or so from Quéant. This does not 
mean, however, that at the extremity of 
the line we are through the enemy's defen- 
sive zone, for some four or five miles to 
the east lies the “switch line’’ from 
Drocourt to Quéant, where it joins the 
main system. We are still about two miles 
from this branch line at the points where 
we have crossed the Hindenburg line 
proper. The attack of our First Army 
under General Horne, although it has not 
produced “shows” result, is of. the 
utmost importance, 

The remnants of the German garrison 
were driven from Bapaume yesterday 
morning after a desperate struggle, and 
right along the line down to Péronne the 
enemy were forced back, We made rapid 
progress towards the read which connects 
the two towns. Beautencourt is in our 
hands, and Le Transloy has probably fol- 
lowed suit by this time. The enemy 
fought stubborn rear-guard actions, but 
could not check the progress of our vic- 
torious troops. Gueudecourt and Ginchy— 
places that were rendered sacred to Irish- 
men for all time by the heroic sacrifices 
of the 16th Division in 1916—and 
Lesbeufs were captured in the morning 
Combles and Moreuil are now in the line 
from wihtth we are advancing. The west 
bank of the Somme has been reached 
opposite Brie and Péronne, and at an early 
hour this morning the news came to hand 
that the latter town has been outflanked 
on the south. Sir Douglas Haig describes 
yesterday s fighting between Bapaume and 
Péronne as “sharp. and adds that 
“many casualties have been inflicted on 
bodies of German infantry who have 
attempted to delay our progress.” As 
already indicated, special importance 
attaches to the fighting north of Bapaume. 
Here the Germans have mustered every
